PREFACE 


In I960, the Office of Education (Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare) proposed that Ernest N. McCarus, 
Associate Professor of the Department of Near Eastern Lan¬ 
guages and Literatures at the University of Michigan and 
a recognized authority in Kurdish, begin the preparation 
of a Basic Course and a series of graded Readers for the 
instruction o? students in that language. In the subsequent 
contracts between the Office of Education and the University, 
Professor McCarus was designated "Principal Investigator." 

With the hearty cooperation of the Ministry of Education 
of the Republic of Iraq, Professor McCarus obtained for two 
years (1960-1962) the services of a native Kurdish scholar, 
originally of Sulaimania, Iraq, Mr. Jamal J. Abdulla, then 
teaching (and currently Lecturer) in the Higher Institute 
of languages of the University of Baghdad. Mr. Abdulla 
became Co-editor of the majority of the volumes produced 
under the contracts, selected most of the articles chosen 
for analysis, and under the supervision of Professor McCarus 
prepared for them the accompanying exercises and drills. The 
Department and the University hereby expresses its sincere 
gratitude to the Iraqi Ministry of Education and the 
University of Baghdad for making possible this advantageous 
collaboration. 

The Department and the Editors give special recognition 
to Mrs. Jannat Sirous Balandgray, a Persian and herself a 
student of Kurdish, who provided significant assistance in 
the editorial preparations and the overall format. A similar 
debt must be acknowledged to three others who participated 
in the preparation of the manuscript: Miss Nancy Kubany, 
who typed the English and the Kurdish transcriptions; to 
Miss Selma Khammash, who typed the Kurdish text; and to Mr.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Basic Course follows the audio-lingual approach 
in teaching the phonology, basic structure, and useful 
vocabulary of the speech of the educated native of 
Sulaimania, Iraq. The writing system and an introduction 
to written Kurdish are included; there are tapes to 
accompany the lessons. The Readers assume mastery of the 
contents of the Basic Course and provide readings in three 
genres. Newspaper Kurdish contains news items and 
articles, with exercises for classroom drill; the other 
two Readers contain texts with annotations. All of the 
vocabulary of these four volumes is contained in this 
Dictionary . Included also are items from other selections 
from the Kurdish press, principally the newspaper Zhln , 
as well as expressions recorded from the speech of natives 
of Sulaimania, both on the spot and in this country. Thus, 
the language of this Dictionary is strictly that of 
Sulaimania, Iraq, predominantly literary, but including 
spoken language as well. As such, it is a reflection of 
Kurdish as it actually occurs in present-day Iraq.

Kurdish in Iraq Is written in a modified Arabic script. 
As explained in the Basic Course (pages *421-425), Kurdish 
script, If written in Its Ideal form, is nearly completely 
unambiguous; i.e., it is a nearly phonemic script. However, 
this Ideal is rarely attained: conventions vary from person 
to person and from time to time, or are simply Ignored or 
neglected; the result Is that a given word may occur in 
the literature in any of several orthographic variants. For 
the sake of consistency and ease of reference the items in 
this Dictionary are arranged according to their phonemic 
(Romanized ) transcription; alphabetic order Is given on 
page viii. Note that In this transcription no word begins 
with a vowel; all vowel-initial words are listed under 
glottal stop ( 9 ). At the same time, the word Is given 
in the left column in Kurdish script spelled as it was 
encountered In the original. 
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The Kurdish script and the phonemic transcription c'o 
not necessarily agree. The former represents the way a 
Kurd might refer to the item in question; it is generally 
a linguistically viable form. The transcription, on the 
other hand, is arranged to provide grammatical information, 
such as the relative order of the constituent elements of 
a verbal phrase, or how the direct object is expressed. 

Thus, the Kurdish entry might be an infinitive, while the 
transcription presents the same information as a phrase. 

jL-; o ,J tto acknowledge, recognize (a country)* 
is the citation form while the transcription dan ba...nan 
shows that the prepositional phrase containing the object 
(indicated by...) precedes the verb, e.g. dan be 9 eran 
?akan 'they recognize Iran*. 

The order of presentation within each entry is as 
follows: the meaning of the word alone is given first; 
then it is given in phrases and other expressions. Trans¬ 
lations which are largely synonymous are seoarated by 
commas; semicolons separate groups of synonyms. Verbs are 
listed in their infinitive form, with the present stem 
given in parenthesis, e.g. cun (c -) 'to go*. 

Verbal phrases are listed according to the following 
priorities: Verbal phrases containing a noun, e.g. bas 

klrdln 'to discuss', are listed under that noun. If there 
is no noun but there is an adjective, e.g. pan klrdln 'to 
widen', it is entered under the adjective. Otherwise, 
it is listed unde? the verb itself, e.g. ra klrdln 'to run 
away', lobar klrdln 1 to put on, don*. The verbal phrases 
are arranged alphabetically first according to the preverbal 
and then the postverbals and other forms which follow the 
verb.

Special attention has been given to the indication of 
the object of verbal clauses. The normal patterns are as 
follows: the object of the verbal clause whose preverbal 

is a noun is linked by izafa to that noun, as bas-i rega 
naka 'it doesn't discuss the roads'. If the preverbal Is 
an adjective or adverb the object is indicated by Its 
position before the preverbal, as gaqam pan ^akan 'they are 
widening the streets' and pyaw dar ?aka 'he removes the man 1 . 
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The object follows a preverbal preposition, as sor 1 q 
kwe *>9d9yn? ' Where are we going to visit? 1 Exceptions 

to these rules are indicated by the convention of suffixing 
-y, representing the third singular pronominal suffix 'he', 
to a noun which is translated as the subject in English, 

as la y b. 'to remember', where stands for bir 

'memory'. Thus, lo birt9? is translated 'To you remember?' 
(literally, "is it in your recollection?'). The object may 
be expressed by -i..., wherein the object (...) is linked 
by izafa (-i) to the preverbal, e.g. nikul-i... k. 'to 
deny s.th.'; or by using three dots... to indicate the 
position of the object which is given in the English as 
"s.th." or "s.o.", e.g. ...lobar k_ 'to put on, don, 
wear' (s.th.), where the object precedes rather than follows 
the preposition. 

Other conventions are 

- indicates repetition of the basic entry. 

( ) indicates optional omission. 

Since the sequences wl-and wu-, are both pronounced wu- 
the latter transcription is used in this book since it 
also coincides with Kurdish script. 

The combination -ya- is pronounced -ye-; both spellings 
and ^ occur in Kurdish script, and both transcriptions 
are used here. 


Initial consonant clusters, as pr-, sn-, fr-, etc. are 
for the most part arbitrarily spelled with -1-, as p'ii^-, 
sin-, fir-, etc.
